Barile (U.S. Patent No. 6,560,621) discloses steps of using an application to create a file 
not formatted for Web viewing referred to as a source file, transmitting the source file to a print 
driver program for formatting the source file in a Web format by adding and/or replacing 
portions of the source file with Web format commands/codes.
